“We live in a day and time in which an 
event like this could happen anywhere,” he 
said. “We want to offer this type of training 
to our citizens to help them be better edu- 
cated and prepared.”

South Alabama has experienced some cold, cold weather 
during the past weeks, but we are making up for it this 
week with unseasonably warm temperatures with record 
setting 80 degree readings in spots around this part of the 
state. We wonder how the averages are working out, The 
weather experts are predicting that the whole planet will 
experience an ever-increasing rate of extremes of all kinds 
. .. heat, cold, storms, etc., as their predictions of global 
warming becomes more evident. Time will tell. 


The shootings at Marjory Stoneman Douglas High School 
in South Florida last week is unspeakably horrible. 
Seventeen people died, mainly teens, good kids just enter- 
ing the prime of their lives. Several of the victims were 
teachers, who died doing what teachers are dedicated to do 
— protect and nurture their students. There are thousands 
of ideas of how to prevent this ever happening again.

Pick your own favorite solution and work to get it enact- 
ed. Something will work but if we don’t try various ideas, 
nothing will ever begin to work. The favorite idea is some 
variation of gun control but stopping the sale of AK-47s 
will not cure the problem. We certainly don’t object to 
actually doing that, but it ain’t enough! There are already 
five to eight million of them out there plus all sorts of 
other long guns that will do the same damage. Those oth- 
ers are just not the “in” weapons for the warped minds of 
people wanting to destroy anything that moved. 


We expect something of sorts to come out of Washington 
following this latest school shooting but don’t expect a 
miracle. In fact after the politicians get past the chest 
thumping about solving the problem, they will kick into 
the mode of making ALL the “important” voters back 
home happy and we will get a long wordy bill through the 
legislature (that pleases no one) and in a few months we 
will be wringing our hands over some other issue.

On top of this, more than 
half of Marshall’s contracts 
are sourced in-state, yield- 
ing an additional $1.4 bil- 
lion in economic activity. 

I recently had the oppor- 
tunity to meet with some 
companies who work on 
the Space Launch System

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ADPH’s “Through With Chew Week” 
highlights dangers of spit tobacco use 


“Spit” tobacco is just as 
addictive as cigarettes and 
has many harmful side 
effects. 

For these reasons, the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health encourages 
smokeless tobacco users to 
quit the “spit” during 
“Through With Chew 
Week,” February 18-24. 

The educational cam- 
paign to decrease spit 
tobacco use and increase 
awareness of the negative 
health effects of- using 
these products is an annual 
event that began in 1989 
by the American Academy 
of Otolaryngology-Head 
and Neck Surgery. 

The 2016 Alabama 
Adult Tobacco Survey 
revealed that 8.1 percent of 
the adult Alabamians sur- 
veyed had used smokeless 
tobacco in the past 30 


days. The same survey 
revealed that a slightly 
higher 9.3 percent of sur- 
veyed Alabama teens had 
also uséd smokeless tobac- 
co in the past 30 days. 

White male high school 
students had the highest 
current rate of smokeless 
tobacco use at 21.3 per- 
cent. Middle school stu- 
dents’ rate of smokeless 
tobacco use declined from 
6.7 percent in 2014 to 4.0 
percent in 2016. 

At least 28 cancer-caus- 
ing chemicals have been 
found in smokeless tobac- 
co, according to the 
Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 
Smokeless tobacco use can 
cause oral, esophageal and 
pancreatic cancers, and 
lead to tooth loss and gum 
recession, said Julie Hare, 
Alabama Tobacco Quitline 


director. 

Those who want to be 
“Through With Chew” can 
call the Quitline (1-800- 
Quit-Now) for help in quit- 
ting. Quitline coaching 
services are available seven 
days a week from 6 a.m. to 
midnight. Services are also 
offered online at 
www.quitnowalabama.com 

The Quitline provides 
free, individualized coach- 
ing to help smokers and 
smokeless tobacco users 
quit. In addition, the 
Quitline offers up to eight 
weeks of free nicotine 
patches to those who are 


medically eligible and 
enrolled in the coaching 
program.
